DEDUCTION FOR TAXES 
In general, taxes are deductible 
only by the person upon whom they 
are imposed. 
Taxes on real estate and personal 
property paid during the year 1940 
are deductible. So-called taxes which 
are assessed against local benefits, 
such as streets, sidewalks, drainage, 
and other like improvements, are 
not deductible but are to be capi­ 
talized, as they tend to increase the 
value of th* property and thus con­ 
stitute cost of a perm anent improve­ 
m ent. The federal income tax may 
not be deducted. The tax on unjust 
enrichm ent—a federal tax on in ­ 
come—is not deductible. Income tax, 
however, paid to the state by an 
individual on his income is an a l­ 
lowable deduction in his federal in ­ 
com e-tax return. 
Customs duties paid by a Pierson 
on articles im ported for his own 
use are deductible. Im port or tariff 
duties paid to customs officers; and 
business, license, privilege, excise, 
and stam p taxes paid to internal 
revenue collectors are deductible as 
taxes, provided they are not added 
to and made a p art of the expenses 
of the business or the cost of the 
articles of merchandise w ith respect 
to which they are paid, in which 
case they cannot be deducted sepa- 


The question of milk purchases 
which relief families now are re­ 
quired to make out of their grants

Pennsylvanian Leads 
Discussion in Con­ 
gress

The Pennsylvanian led a forum of 
members of congress in a discussion 
of the highways Tuesday during 
which Rep. McCormack (D.-Mass.)

highway.” 
“It’s a masterpiece,” he said, “and 
certainly sets an example for all 
other sections.” 
Calls Super-Road Essential 
McCormack referring to national 
defense as an argum ent for build­ 
ing such roads, said “the super­ 
highway is absolutely essential even 
in normal times. 
Rep. Jennings Randolph (D.-W 
Va.) asserted it was "vitally im por­ 
ta n t” to extend the Pennsylvania 
turnpike eastward to Philadelphia 
and westward to Columbus. He said 
the chief of the public roads adm in­ 
istration several years ago opposed 
such roads but in a report to the 
President a few days ago “he says 
in effect he has changed his mind. 
So we were not so visionary after 
all.” 
Snyder exhibited, as he spoke, a 
large m ap of the United States 
showing clearly the general routes 
of three transcontinental and six 
north-south highways. 
A bill he 
introduced 
today, 
he 
explained 
would provide for roads of eight 
lanes with an additional right of 
way of about 500 feet on each side 
of the highway. 
Estimates Cost 
He estim ated the cost of 16,000 
miles of such highway at $8,000,000,- 
000 or $500,000 a mile, including the 
purchase price of the land. 
The Pennsylvanian explained th at 
airplanes would be able to land on 
the highway simply by sending a 
radio message to a ground station 
which would cut off traffic by a light 
system in the designated section.
